WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. I 
Barry Goldwater was the top 
vote-getter in Tuesday's Nebras­ 
ka Republican presidential pref­ 
erence primary, where he was 
th only candidate listed. But he 
ran into a strong tide of write-in 
votes for former Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon and others. 
The Arizona senator was bare­ 
ly scoring the majority of votes 


his supporters had predicted be­ 
fore the election. He had just 
over 50 per cent of the vote 
while Nixon—who in 1960 had 
the presidential nomination that 
Goldwater seeks this year—had 
about 31 Der cent. 
Goldwater’s major announced 
rival for the nomination, Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller of New 
York, polled a sizable vote in 
the uncontested West Virginia 
preference primary. 
Rockefeller had no write-in 
competition because such votes 
are not counted in West Vir­ 
ginia. 
Returns from 1,455 of Nebras­ 
ka’s 2,14« precincts gave Gold­ 
water 45,255 votes. The write-in 
votes went this way: 27,314 to 
Nixon, 14,037 to Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge, 1,571 to 
Rockefeller, and 983 divided 
among a handful of others.

Suit Delayed Plans 
To Improve State 
Universities, Schools 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The 
Ohio Supreme Court dismissed 
today a suit challenging legal­ 
ity of Ohio’s $250 million bond 
issue approved by voters last 
November for capital improve­ 
ments, largely for schools. 
Paul J. Lynch. Columbus school 
teacher and former legislator, 
challenged financing enactments 
of the bond issue. 
Judges agreed unanimously 
that Lynch was not qualified to 
bring his action because he is 
not a bond holder. 
Lynch contended that a pen- 
ny-a-pack cigarette tax, impos­ 
ed to retire a $150 million bond 
issue voted in 1955, should not 
have been revised to make the 
revenue available for retire­ 
ment of the new bond issue. 
“ It should be observed that 
even if the validity of relator’s 
contentions be assumed, there 
is no reason,” the court said, 
‘‘why the new additional sales 
and use tax on cigarettes in the 
amount of one cent per pack 
may not be collected beginning 
Jan. 1, 1965, nor why the board 
of commissioners of the sinking 
fund may not issue and sell 
bonds or other obligations. . .” 
Lynch's suit held up plans on 
$61 million worth of improve­ 
ments at state universities and 
public schools as well as pro­ 
grams for water impoundment 
and for parks and recreation, 
Atty. Gen. William B. Saxbe 
said during court hearings. 
He added that progress was 
halted on construction at seven 
state - supported universities, 
Cleveland Community College, 
municipal universities in Toledo 
Akron and Cncinnati, and in 
elementary school dstricts. 
Saxbe raised the question of 
political motivation in the re­ 
quest by Lynch, a Democrat, 
for an order to prevent Repub­ 
lican Gov.

NEW YORK - The commis­ 
sion head ed by Chief Ju stice 
Earl Warren will achiev e two 
objectiv es when it rep orts its 
find ings. 
The first will be to set to 
rest the inev itable sp ecu lations 
abou t whether one man, acting 
on his own aberrational initia­ 
tiv e, k illed the Presid ent of the 
United States, or whether a 
consp iratorial grou p ex ecu ted 
the greatest crime of the cen­ 
tu ry . 
The second will be to d eter­ 
mine whether there were d e­ 
fects in ou r sy stem of scu rity 
which w e r e 
av oid able, 
or 
whether a fatefu l comb:nation 
of coincid ences mad e p rev ention 
of the crime imp ossible. 


TT IS THE second objectiv e 
to which I ad d ress my self, be­ 
cau se it inv olv es not merely re­ 
sp onsibility for the p ast bu t a 
lesson for the fu tu re. 
Is it bey ond hop e that ou r 
cou ntry , which p rov id es secu ­ 
rity for many nations all ov er 
the globe, shou ld be able to 
p rotect 
its 
own 
Presid ents 
life? 
The world will look forward 
eagerly to the resolu tion of 
these q u estions, bu t the p eop le 
of America hav e a v ery sp ecial 
stak e in the find ings, becau se 
we shou ld not be sp ared the 
k nowled ge which may sav e any 
fu tu re Presid ent. 
Two 
q u estions req u ire 
an­ 
swers abov e all others. First: 
Why was not a bu ild ing with 
u ninhabited 
warehou se 
floors 
p laced u nd er sp ecial gu ard ? 


THE TECHNIQUES of secu - 
rity were d ev elop ed to a high 
d egree by d ictators. Since they 
engaged in mass mu rd ers in 
their own cou ntries and the 
cru shing 
of 
neighbors, 
they 
were su rrou nd ed by inflamed 
p op u lations 
bu rning 
for 
re­ 
v enge. 
Yet Hitler rod e throu gh the 
streets of Pragu e and Vienna, 
stand ing in his car with u p ­ 
raised arm. SS troop s were 
stationed on almost ev ery roof 
on the rou te: all wind ow blind s 
had to be d rawn, and so many 
gu ard s stood among the "cheer­ 
ing” p op u lation on the streets 
that no civ ilian cou ld mak e a 
false 
mov e 
withou t b e i ng 
stru ck d own. 
Abov e 
all. 
Hitler’s 
car 
mov ed at a calcu lated sp eed , 
which p e r m i 11 e d ev en the 
sharp est mark sman a fleeting 
second for aim, ev en if all else 
failed . 


GENERAL DE GAULLE v is­ 
ited 
Algeria 
when 
p assions 
were aflame. Yet he was p ro­ 
tected fu lly . Some ex p erts esti­ 
mated there were more than 
200,000 gu ard s assigned to the 
task . 
In ou r own cou ntry the Presi­ 
d ent is generally a belov ed and 
rev ered figu re. Political criti­ 
cism d oes not obliterate the awe 
and resp ect we hav e for ou r 
elected head of state. 
There 
is no imp assioned p op u lation 
d etermined to rev enge itself for 
the bru tal ex tinction of thou ­ 
sand s of families. 
So we can afford to tak e 
some risk s. Wind ow blind s need 
not be d rawn on the Presid ent’s 
rou te. Gu ard s need not be sta­ 
tioned on ev ery other roof. 


PERHAPS WE can rely on 
the fact that the av erage hou se­ 
wife or office work er look ing 
ou t of the wind ow will hav e 
hav e homicid al intent. Besid es, 
there will be others abou t who 
wou ld be horrified if a serv ant, 
let’s say , had a rev olv er, or an 


office work er carried a shot­ 
gu n at the time the p resid en­ 
tial car was to go by . 
The 
p robality 
of 
interv en­ 
tion 
is. 
therefore, ex tremely 
high. If this is combined with 
a certain sp eed of p rocession, 
the risk of ev en a crack p ot's ac­ 
tion is red u ced to a minimu m. 
Bu t the assu mp tion is alway s 
that d ecent citizens are p resent 
in offices or homes to interfere 
with some fanatic’s wild inten­ 
tion. 


HOWEVER, if there is a n 
emp ty warehou se in the line of 
march, the risk is increased 
enormou sly . 
Then 
an 
insane 
man can p lace himself comfort­ 
ably at a wind ow, arrange his 
gu nsight 
and 
wait 
p atiently 
withou t fear of interru p tion. 
The second large q u estion is: 
Why was one with Oswald ’s rec­ 
ord not remov ed in ad v ance 
from the scene of the p arad e? 
Another techniq u e of secu rity 
is the rou nd ing u p of k nown 
crack p ots 
and k eep ing them 
away 
from 
the 
p resid ential 
rou te d u ring the half hou r o r 
few minu tes which are critical. 
This d oes not mean that we 
can sp ot and d etect ev ery neu ­ 
rotic in a large city . Bu t there 


are a d ozen or two agitators 
well k nown to ev ery p olice d e­ 
p artment, who wou ld best be 
ou t of sight of the Presid ent on 
su ch occasions. 


THEY NEED NOT be arrest­ 
ed , since ev en p rocliv ity for 
wrongd oing is not a crime, bu t 
they are q u estioned ; 
and if 
they intend to be on the street 
of the Presid ent’s rou te, they 
are req u ested to attend to their 
bu siness at some other p lace. 
If they insist on being in the 
critical area, at least they are 
ailed . Su rely this is not too 
mu ch p recau tion in v iew of the 
care tak en, for ex amp le, of 
check ing ev ery manhole ov er 
which the Presid ential car will 
p ass to be certain there are no 
bombs. 
Now if one were to mak e a 
list of “characters” in any city 
who shou ld be check ed , and Lee 
Oswald was in that city , wou ld 
he not be near the v ery top of 
the list?

Kenned y becau se he felt the 
Presid ent’s v iews were no t pro - 
Co mmunist o r pro -Ma rx ist o r 
pro - leftist but a lmo st ev ery 
p iece of ev id ence that ha s been 
ma de public since indica tes tha t 
Oswa ld ha d a dera ng ed mind 
a nd tha t his a berra tio n sta rted 
in his y o uth. His erra tic beha v ­ 
io r wa s no ticea ble in the y ea rs 
immedia tely preceding the epi­ 
so de a t Da lla s.

MEDICAL HISTORY sho ws

crimes tha t a re inex plica ble o n 
a ny ra tio na l o r lo g ica l ba sis. 
Sca rcely a da y g o es by tha t 
the newspa pers do no t repo rt 
bruta l a nd senseless killing s o f 
y o ung children o r a g ed perso ns, 
o r a tta cks o n wo men in their 
ho mes o r o n the streets, co m­ 
mitted by indiv idua ls who do 
no t ev en kno w their v ictims but 
a re g o v erned by so me deep 
emo tio na l urg e tha t is a fo rm 
o f insa nity . 
Until now it had been wid ely 
assu med that Oswald was in­ 
sane and that his crime wa s 
that of a d emented ind iv id u al.

The seco nd will b e to deter­ 
mine whether there were de­ 
fects in o u r sy stem o f scu rity

av o idab le, 
o r

IT IS THE seco nd o b jectiv e 
to which I address my self, b e­ 
cau se it inv o lv es no t merely re­ 
sp o nsib ility fo r the p ast b u t a 
lesso n fo r the fu tu re. 
Is it b ey o nd ho p e that o u r 
co u ntry , which p ro v ides secu ­ 
rity fo r many natio ns all o v er 
the glo b e, sho u ld b e ab le to

The wo rld will lo o k fo rward 
eagerly 
to the 
reso lu tio n 
o f 
these q u estio ns, b u t the p eo p le

TOE TECHNIQUES o f secu - 
rity were dev elo p ed to a high 
degree b y dictato rs. Since they 
engaged in mass m u rders in

were su rro u nded b y inflamed 
p o p u latio ns 
b u rning 
fo r 
re­ 
v enge. 
Yet Hitler ro de thro u gh the

SS tro o p s were 
statio ned o n almo st ev ery ro o f 
o n the ro u te; all windo w b linds 
had to b e drawn, and so many

In o u r o wn co u ntry the Presi­ 
dent is generally a b elo v ed and 
rev ered figu re. 
Po litical criti­ 
cism do es no t o b literate the awe 
and resp ect we hav e fo r o u r

state. 
There 
is no imp assio ned 
p o p u latio n 
determined to rev enge itself fo r 
the b ru tal ex tinctio n o f tho u ­ 
sands o f families.

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TV-Radio Today

I te World Series g ets on TV 
tfcese years at a $3.5 million 
tab, or between $500,000 and 
$175,000 a g ame. Four months 
ag o, CBS-TV nabbed the season 
I long telecast rig hts to the Na­ 
tional F ootball Leag ue g ames 
for this season and next for 
$80.2 million. 
But it wasn’t until late April, 
when CBS won out with a bid 
of $1.8 million for one g ame — 
the NFL championship — that 
most people beg an to realize 
televised sports is very big bus­ 
iness, indeed. 


I WAS TALKING recently to 
one of the pioneers of televised 
•ports, 
Chicag o’s 
W a l t e r 
Schwimmer, and he said: 
“Frankly I’m alarmed. Un­ 
less it wakes up, sports is g o­ 
ing to price itself rig ht out of 
business. It’s plain old-fashioned 
crazy, like the production costs 
on Cleopatra.” 
This attitude does not sug g est, 
however, that Mr. Schwimmer 
takes a dim view of the hig hest- 
priced g olf event in the TV year, 
his own ‘World Series of Golf,” 
which will burn up 180 minutes 
of NBC-TV weekend time Sept. 
12 and 13. 
“After all,” he said, “we g ive 
away the big g est sing le award 
—$50,000. We put on a big g er 
extravag anza. We bring in the 
winner from the British Open. 
So it costs a bit.” 


WALTER S C H W I M M E R 
wasn’t, however, in the mood to 
say how much. 
Schwimmer introduced g olf to 
teevision in 1956, when it was 
thoug ht to be deliberate in pace, 
limited in appeal/ and just too 
unpbotog enic for TV use. 
“We filmed a show that’s 
never been seen and I think it’s 
still one of the best. We 
t ook 
Gary Middlecoff, who was then 


the USGA champ, and Sam 
Snead out onto the Cog Hill 
course 
outside 
Chicag o 
and 
filmed all 18 holes. Snead w on 
by a stroke. 
“We learned a lot that day: 
that a camera can pull a g olf 
bail in out of the clouds, that a 
cameraman up on 
a ‘g iraffe’ 
can g et a g reat shot down at 
the action on the g reen. 
T h e 
rushes were so dark, thoug h, we 
thoug ht we were looking at ‘The 
Great Train Robbery.’ 


“WE WERE SURE we’d flop­ 
ped. 
But with some 
l i g h t 
chang es, our print was fine. We 
edited the 20,000 feet of film 
down to 2,000 —one hour — and 
we knew we had something . We 
called it ‘All-Star Golf’ and g ot 
it on TV for seven years. 
“About four years later, we 
were about to do a wrap-up TV 
show on the sports year. We de­ 
cided we’d show the best foot 
ball player of the year, the best 
baseball player, etc. But when 
we g ot to g olf, we thoug ht, ‘How 
can you determine that? Is he 
the winner of the U. S. Open, 
the PGA, the Masters, the Brit­ 
ish Open?’ 
“And then, it was like a lig ht 
bulb over the head: ‘Why not 
take the winners of the four 
major tournaments and let ’em 
fig ht it out? You see, I’m 
master of the obvious. 
“THE IDEA took two years 
to g et on the air. NBC carried 
it in ’62 and ’63 and will cany 
it this year, too. 
“A s you know, Arnold Palm­ 
er won the Masters and we’re 
g lad we’ve g ot him; he’s a won­ 
derful g uy and a fantastic com­ 
petitor. The g olf ‘World Series’ 
is the most widely seen sports 
event, g lobally. 
“Last year, the rig hts were 
boug ht for the United King dom, 
Denmark , Sweden, Australia, 
Canada, Japan, the Philippines

The McKenzies received a 
surprise 
invitation 
from 
the 
Pozdneyevs, through the Soviet 
government, last month to come 
to visit them. 
The McKenzies, alter their 
arrival at Port Columb us Air­ 
port Tuesday night, told news­ 
men they were very hospitab ly 
received b y the Pozdneyevs. 
“We were glad to renew our 
b rief acquaintance with them, ‘ 
McKenzie said. “They were as 
warm and hospitab le as ever.” 
McKenzie said they were kept 
b usy in Moscow. “We saw all 
the points of interest,” he said. 
“The people of Moscow impres­ 
sed us more than anything else. 
We were there for May Day, 
and we were amazed at the 
large numb er of people taking 
part. It was an ex citing day 
for us.” 
He said, however, that the 
people as a whole were un­ 
friendly. 
“Russia to most of us is a 
mystery,” he said. “I think now 
we have a b etter understanding 
of their way of life. 
“We know 
so little ab out 
them that there are many voids 
in our opinions. If only Amer 
icans could get to know the 
Russians 
b etter 
those 
voids 
would b e filled. We would have 
more definite opinions ab out 
them and their ob jects.” 
McKenzie said he was dis­ 
appointed when he saw the con­ 
struction and architecture of 
Moscow’s b uildings. “There are 
b uildings in Russia which are 
supposed to b e only three or 
four years old, b ut they look 
like they are 20 or 30 years old 
“The Moscow that is shown 
in the travel folders and the 
real Moscow are two different 
things.” 
Mrs. McKenzie said they at­ 
tended a Baptist church service, 
and it was ab out the only place 
they went where they weren’t 
surrounded b y Soviet newsmen 
and officials. 
“It was a very interesting 
ex perience,” 
she 
said. 
“The 
church was filled to capacity, 
and m an y of the people were 
weeping.” 
She said, however, that she 
doesn’t feel there is a real 
spiritual life 
in Russia. 
“If 
there is a God as we know it 
in Russia,” she said, “it prob ­ 
ab ly would b e Lenin.” 
They left Moscow last Wednes­ 
day, cutting their visit short a 
few days, and flew to Copen­ 
hagen. After touring there they 
went on to Paris to sightsee 
They left London T ue s d a y 
morning, 
switched planes at 
New York’s Kennedy Interna­ 
tional Airport and continued on 
to Columb us. 
After talking with newsmen, 
they left in a rush to get to a 
meeting 
of 
the 
Porsmouh 
School Board, of which McKen­ 
zie is a memb er. But the meet­ 
ing was over, and the tired 
family went home to b ed.
